Government Figures 
Show Fine Crop in 
South Ga., But ‘Spotted’ 
in Northern Portion. 


DROUTH INJURING 
GROWTH OF CROP 


Figures Show Heavy De- 
crease in State Yield as 
Compared With Pros- 
pects of One Month Ago. 


Another one million-bale cotton crop 
for the state is forecast by the Geor- 
gia Cooperative Crop Reporting serv- 
ice in a report released Monday. 

This means a heavy decrease in the 
Georgia yield as based on conditian 
figures of this date and a month ago. 
On July 16 Georgia's crop condition 
was 74 per cent of normal. On Au- 
gust 15 the crop condition had drop- 
ped to 6] per cent, with a correspond- 
ing shrinkage in actual yield. 

Will Offset Increase. 

A general comparison of probable 
production this season with final pro- 
duction last season indicates that the 
southern half of the state will make 
approximately 2% per cent more cot- 
ton, and that extremely poor pros- 
pects in the drouth-stricken Piedmont 
area will completely offset this in- 
‘erease—placing probable production 
for the state at approximately last 
year’s figure, in spite of the 15 per 
cent increase in acreage for 1925. 

The «lrought remains unbroken in 
the northern half of the state, the re- 
port shows, except for inad>quate local 
showers, and further deterioration has 
taken place during the ;criod. ‘The 
outlook is very poor, indeed, in many 
north-central and northeastern coun- 
ties, where plants have meade nnsatis- 
factory growth from the beginning of 
the season; fruiting has been checked, 
shedding has been heavy, and bolls are 
small and opening prematurely. North- 
ern Georgia (the Piedmint section) 
will make considerably tess cotion 
than was producd last yenr, in spite 
of a considerable increase in acre- 
age. Although spotted, « better con- 
dition prevails in the northwestern 
area. Pickin is becoming general 
over northern Georgia. 

South Ccorgia Crop. 

In southern Georgia the condition 
of the crop has changed very little 
sinee Angust 1 and a good crop can 
be gonsidered safe over most of the 
coastal plain territory. Total p. duc- 
tion in this area will greatly exceed 
that of either 1924 or 1923. Boll 
weevils have become quite attive but 
in this section of the state the crop 
is too far advanced for them to cause 
very serious loss. Cotton is opening 
rapidly and picking will be complet- 
ed much earlier than in several years. 
Gins are now running full time in cen- 
tral and southern Georgia. 


The forecast is based on a condi- | 


tion of 61 per cent, it is said, and an 
indicated yield of about 134 pounds 
of lint cotton per acre. It will vary 
from that amount as conditions are 
better or worse than average after 
the date of the report.

convincing. New Orleans reported in- 
creases of 1 per cent: Memphis, 6.2 
r cent; Nashville, 9° per cent; 
ichmond, 9 per cent; Fort Worth, 
40 per cent; Houston, 23 per cent.

Weapon Declared Proper- 


Will Ask Indictment of 
Smith as Accessory. 


Indictment of C. B. Churchill, street 
car motorman, on the charge of the 
murder of A. W. (““Texas Pete”) Mul- 
lins, of Marietta, during a fight Satur- 
day night on a Ponce de Leon street 
car, and of C. B. Smith, eonductor, as 
an accessory before and after the.fact, 
will be asked by investigators when 
the Fulton county grand jury m+eets 
today, it was stated Monday. This 
announcement followed alleged identi- 
fication of the knife, with which Mul- 
lins was cut to death, as the prop- 
erty of Churchill. 

Police stated that the motorman, 
who previously had declared that he 
had left the front end of the street 
car but had never reached the rear 
end, has now changed his story and 
has admitted boarding the rear end of 
the car while Smith and Mullins were 
fighting. 

Mullins was cut to death during a 
fight with Smith which started when 
Mullins was ordered from °:: car be- 
cause he was cursing in the presence 
of women. Mullins, his neck almost 
severed, and a stab wound in his 
heart, was taken from the car at 
Kennesaw avenue and carried in an 
automobile to Grady hospital, dying 
before the machine reached there. 

Much evidence was gathered Mon- 
day by police but they maintained si- 
lence concerning the progress of their 
investigation. Monday night they were 
of the opinion that a coroner's in- 
quest would not be necessary. Eye- 
witnesses haye been found, it was 
learned, with sufficient evidence to 
make such proceeding unnecessary. 

Knife Identified. 

Alleged identification of the knife 
with which Mullins was slain was 
made by Patrolman T. D. Allbright, 
who told Sergeant Robert Waggoner, 
who made the arrests, that he was 
well acquainted with Churchill and 
had seen in his possession a_ knife 
, Similar to the one found near the 
scene of the killing. 

The Strongest circumstance against 
Cnurchill, police said, was the fact 


that he had stated he never reached 
the rear end of the street car, although 
later admitting that he had. He bad 
left his post, they pointed out, accord- 
ing to his own admission, while a fight 
was 1n progress on the rear end be- 
tween his conductor and another man. 

Call Officer Wood, who boarded the 
car witile the fight was in progress. 
i'told officers Monday that he found 
|Muliins lying on the fleor of the ear, 
supporting himself by holding to the 
air-line pipe. Smith, he said, also 
was holding to it. Wood declared he 
had seen Churchill -leave the back 
platform just before he boarded the 
car himself. Smith, Wood said, asked 
why Wood was interfering. 

“I am a policeman,” Wood replied. 
He said Mullins begged him not to 
let Smith hit him again. Wood was 
in civilian clothing: 

Much importance is attached to the 
story to be told by Marion Baker, 
14-vear-old boy who boarded the car 
with Mullins. Smith, according to 
several persons, offered Mullins 14 
cents as the argument wiich resulted 
fataily, began.

STORES ARE SHUT 
BECAUSE OF RAIDS 


More Excitement Caused 
by Arrests Than in Raids 
Made Two Years Ago on 
Big Operators. 


Savannah, Ga., August 24.—(/)— 
Federal prohibition authorities today 
threw out a net in all sections of Sa- 
vannah, Georgia’s port city, and drew 
into the toils of the United States 
court about 100 “small” liquor deal- 
ers, who, officers say, bave been op- 
erating here for many months. This 
was the biggest drive ever made 
against illegal violators in this sec- 
tion, 

The movement of the law came as 
a complete surprise to those taken 
into custody. Their arrests were 
made. by a large force of deputies who 
had been issued bench warrants by 
Federal Judge Barrett, of Augusta. 
The men operated under the direction 
of George B. McLeod, United States 
marshal. 

A number of stores were closed to- 
night because their proprietors § had 
been placed in jail. 

Raids and arrests effected here to- 
day created more excitement than the 
apprehension two years ago of the 
“Savannah gang” of big liquor deal- 
ers, who bere their arrest coolly and 
speedily arranged bonds.- 

Prisoners Nervous. 

Prisoners today appeared to be of a 
more emotional type. They were 
largely of the small shopkeeper class 
of persons who who were charged 
with selling forbidden beverages quiet- 
ly in their homes. In many instances 
they were very demonstrative and loud 
in their protests against arrest and 
detention. 

So great was the congestion of 


prisoners in the federal offices that 
no effort was made in the afternoon 
tu arrange bonds. The greater nui- 
ber were able to provide sureties and 
were given their liberties early to- 
night. 

The government provided a midday 
meal for its involuntary guests who 
crowded the quarters of the district 


Many of those arrested today were 
first offenders, officers declared, and 
will in all probability escape with 
the imposition of fines if convicted. 


Women Are Taken. 


In several instances husband and 
wife were arrested and detained to- 
gether. ‘len women, five of whom are 
white, and one Chinaman, were among 
those arrested. 

The raids were the result of inves- 
tigations by a force of federal agents 
sent here several weeks ago who have 
been quietly obtaining evidence 
against the “small dealers.” 

Very little red. whisky was seized 
vd, 
who said that for the most part the 
ecntraband was white corn liquor. 

Charles L. Redding, United States 
district attorney, and his new assis- 
tant, Harry M. Wilson, actively co- 
operated with the marshal in the raid- 
ing excursions. 

The defendants will have their first 
trial before Judge Barrett. Under 
bench warrant arrests no preliminary 
hearing is held before a commissioner.

OF WORD OBEY’ 


FROM RITUAL 


Colorado Episcopalian 
Bishop Couples Attack 
With Denunciation of 
Modern Family Life. 
LIVELY DISCUSSION 
LIKELY TO FOLLOW 


Prelate Is First of Epis- 
copalian Notables To Op- 
pose Proposed Change 
in Marriage Ceremony. 


New York, August 26.—(By The 
Associated Press.)—Just when it had 
been conceded that the word “obey,” 
so objectionable to many * blushing 
brides, would be stricken from the 
Episcopal marriage ceremony with lit- 
tle or no debate, a protest, coupled 
with qa scathing denunciation of mod- 
ern family life, is voiced by the Bishop 
of Colorsvlo. 

The Rt. Rev. Irving Peake John- 
son, D. D., is described as one of the 
most brilliant thinkers and orators of 
the Episcopal church. His dissident 
scintillates with barbed aphorisms. 
Representatives of the church said to- 
day the publication of his opinion 
would provoke a lively discussion 
through the church. 

The Rt. Rev. Charles L. Slattery, 
bishop coadjutor of Massachusetts, is 
chairman of the joint committee on 
prayer book revision, which sponsored 
the elimination of the word “obey” at 
the general convention of the church 
in Portland, Ore., in September, 1922 
The convention, virtually with unan- 
imity, voted for the elimination, but 
under church laws. an amendment 
must be approved by two succeeding 
conventions, and, accordingly, the 
matter will come up for final de- 
termination at the triennial genera! 
conference that is to open at New Or- 
leans, October 7. 

First To Oppose Change. 

Bishop Johnson is said to be the 
first notable leader of the church to 
come out openly against the proposed 
change. He is also the editor of The 
Witnees, a church publication, in & 
forthcoming issue of which his state- 
ment will appear in full. It is sum- 
marized as follows: 

“BY THE RT. REV. IRVING 

PEAKE JOHNSON, D. D.: 

“If women do not love men well 
enough to accept their leadership, 
which is the significance of ‘to obey,’ 
they will not love them any more be- 
cause their vanity is flattered by the 
omission, 

“Why is it proposed to take the 
word ‘obey’ out of the marriage serv- 
ice? In my judgment, because modern 
society has lost the sense of proportion 
which lies at the foundation of the 
home, and in order to justify itself. 
wishes to accommodate the word of 
God to palliate the situation. 


Does Not Connote Servility. 


“The idea that the words ‘obey’ zon- 
notes servility is the heresy of mod- 
ern parents and the schixm of modern 
families. The word ‘obev’ is limited 
always by the circumstances of its 
use. When asked if you will obey the 
civil authorities, you do cot infringe 
in any way upon your ‘iperties as an 
American citizen. When a sotdier is 
asked to obey his captain, he does not 
surrender his manhood. When a wo- 
man is asked to obey her husband, 
she does not lessen the glury of her 
womanhood. 

“A family is a corporation, and 
either the man is the head of the fam- 
ily, or else it is presided over by a 
committee of two, which has no way 
of determining a majority vote except 
by an endurance test. It-is now pro- 
posed to indorse a headless family in 
the interests of accommodating truth 
to prejudice. 

“God made man to be the head of 
the family, because it »as his duty 
to provide and protect. The church 
exists to set forth ideals, not to jus- 
tify the perversion of i:jcals. 

“I believe fully in woman’s rights, 


——~i but I do not believe headship of the 


family is one of those rights. It may 
be true that in a majority of cases 
she has the best head and uses it more

BRYAN'S FAMILY 
APPROVES DAYTON 
MEMORY’ SCHOOL 


Great Fundamentalist In- 
stitution as Memorial to 
Commoner, Indorsed by 
Widow and Son. 


MRS. BRYAN GIVES 
LIST OF “FRIENDS” 


Leaders in Memorial As- 
sociation Give Out State- 
ment While Passing 
Through Atlanta. 


The movement for the establishment 
in Dayton, Tenn., of a fundamentalist 
school for boys as a memorial to Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan gained impetus 
here Monday with announcement that 
the propokal is indorsed and support- 
ed by the widow of the Commoner and 
by William Jennings Bryan, Jr. 

Coming from Miami where they con- 
ferred Sunday with Mrs. Bryan and 
her son, F. E. Robinson, president, 
and H. H. Frasa, secretary, of the re- 
centlyeorganized Bryan Memorial asso- 
ciation, told of the Bryans’ approval! 
of the plan to build the memorial col- 
lege in their home town where the 
spokesman of orthodox Christianitv 
devoted his last energies in the pros- 
ecution of the Scopes case, 

Brya: Indorsed Plan. 

“You know Mr. Bryan: shortly be- 
fore his death in Dayton indorsed the 
proposal to establish a fundamentalist 
school for boys there,” Mr. Frasa said. 
‘I feel that in our talk with the widow 
Sunday the prospective school might 
truly be said to have grown into a 
university,” 

Promising her aid aud advice in the 
effort to establish the memorial school, 
Mrs. Bryan furnished the officers of 
the association with a list of names 
of friends of the former secretary of 
state, who, she said, would be glad to 
cooperate in bringing the movement to 
a successful conclusion. 

“A nation-wide eampaign will be 
launched early in the fall for public 
subscriptions for the university,” Mr. 
Robinson said. 


“With the innumerable letters and 
telegrams which have come to us from 
all parts of the country, pledging fi- 
nancial support for the school, we are 
confident of the success of the proj- 
ect.” 

Mrs. Bryan was quoted as express- 
ing deep appreciation of the plans to 
build the educational memorial to her 
husband. Dayton was just the place 
— the school should be built, she 
said. 
“My husband died there in Dayton 
among the people who embodied the 
Christian educational principles which 
he advocated, among the péople whom 
he loved and who proved their love 
for him during Mr. Bryan’s short resi- 
dence there,’ Mrs. Bryan told the 
associates of her husband’s last days. 

The commoner’s son before leaving 
for his home in Los Angeles, re- 
iterated to his Dayton friends his 


determination to carry on the work of. 


his father. He expressed good wishes 
for the memorial project and promised 
to support the plans which call for 
the raising of $6,500,000 for buildings 
and endowment. 

True science and religion have no 
conflict, the widow said in her con- 
versation with Mr. Robinson and Mr. 
Frasa. She expressed the wish that 
the “facts of science” be taught in 
the proposed university and -that sci- 
entific theories should be presented 
“in their true light.”

NATURE WORSHIP 
S SEEN AS RESULT 
F MODERNISN 


Fundamental Champion 
Assails Liberal Chris- 
tians and Makes Attack 
Upon Y. M. C. A. 


Louisville, Ky., August 24.—(/)— 
Deseribing modernism as “behashed 
pantheism,” with “no God left in it, 
except thé ‘hean principle locked up in 
the cosmos,” the Rev. Dr. John Roach 
Straton, fundamentalist pastor of the 
Calvary Baptist church, New York, de- 
livered an address before an open ses- 
sion of the Louisville Baptist Minis- 
ters’ conference here tonight on “Mon- 
key Men and Monkey Morals—The 
Truth About Evolution.” 

Dr. Straton outlined three differ- 
ences between modernism and funda- 
mentaiism, the first of which he said 
is the “difference between a living fod 
and a dead creed.” 

Hits Modernist Advocates. 
The second is “the opinion of the 


from God or as a mere human docu- 
ment.” 

The third “is between the concep- 
tions of a divine Christ and a mere 
humar Jesus.” 

Dr. Straton inveizhed against Harry 
Emerson Fosdick, Shailor Matthews 
and Dr. Henry Van Dyke, prominent 
modernist advocates.

When the peculiaz legal tangle re- 
sulting from passage of the bill was 
drawn to Gevernor Walker’s attention 
Monday he was asked if he intended 
calling an extra session. % 

“I have not locked into the matter 
thorouglhuy,” he replied, “but I will do 
so as soon as I get time.” 

Extra Session Idea Unpopular. 

Herculecn efforts to avert an extra 
session when the legisla.ure appeared 
to be hopelessly. deadlocked in its 
closing hours finally succeeded in. 
breaking the jam, and the governor 
himself has stated previously that fail- 
ure of his own tax reform program 
to be enacted into law did not cause 
him to entertain ideas of calling an 
extra session. 

When the scrip bill went under fire 
.Monday, however, his determination to 
save the state: from the expense and 
trouble of an extraordinary session 
was not so firmly planted. He was 
non-committal both on the question of 
use of his veto power and on the pos- 
sibility of summoning state legislators 
back into assembly to straighten out 


the tangle their efforts on behalf of 
back pensions caused. 

Many criticisms were !»veled at the 
scrip bill Monday by prominent law- 
yers and capitol officials. It was be- 
lieved by many that the measure is 
unconstitutional on several grounds. 


Objections To Bill. 


In the first place, it is pointed out, 
the measure is practically an appro- — 
priation, but it originated jn the sen- 
ate, althongh the state constitution 
provides that all appropriation bills 
must originate in the house, 

The constitutionality of the bill is 
also questioned on the ground that it 
creates a state debt, although the con- 
stitution forbids creation of a debt of 
the state except in case of war or ‘n- 
vasion. Even admitting, some offi- 
cials pointed out, that the bill does 
not create a debt but merelly seeks 
to meet a lebt created years ago when 
the Confederate pensions first fell 
into arrears, it is still doubtful 
whether creation of a new obligation 
to pay an old one could be justified

“Macon, August 24.—(4)—Branding 
the senate investigation of the state 
highway department as a “farce and 
whitewash,” W. T. Anderson, editor 
of The Macon Telegraph and a for- 
mer member of the road commission, 
today issued a staterent explaining 
his reasons for making charges which 
led to the inquiry.

Anderson’s Statement.

Athens, Ga., August 24.—(Specizl.) 
If be has a political “machine” it is 
the “poorest in the world,” J. J. 
crown, state commissioner of agricul- 
ture, asserted here today while ad- 
dressing the annual convertion of the 
State Agricultural society. He stated 
he does not expect to run for reelec- 
tion next year. 

Commissioner Brown declared he 
hs been charged with having a “ma- 
chine,” an accusation -which, he said, 
is not trne. “Our strength comes from 
the worn done in years gene by,” he 
said, adding that althongh ‘“politi- 
cians 1p the recent general assembly 
waged the bitterest fight against the 
agricultural agencies they have cver 
conducted, we won everything except 
the bill to divide the $500,000 sur- 
plus between the state coliege, the dis- 
trict schools and one or two other 
agencies, but not to the state depart- 


ment. 
Unification Urged. 

Mr. Brown strongly advocated the 
proposal of Judge Peter W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah, to organize all agricul- 
tural agencies in the state into the 
present agricultural socicty, eliminat- 
ing wasted effort on the part of in- 
dividual associations. Jude Meldrim 
declared that the overlapping of these 
organizations is dissipating strength, 
which should be ‘conserved for the up- 
building of the state. 

He urged that the society be the 
parent organization with watermelon, 
cotton, tobacco, peach, pecean and pen- 
nut and apple growers as members but 
divided into separate groups within 


‘Commissioner Brown sa oP that 
the combination of these ngencies :mto 
the agricultural society is needed, and 
when it is effected “we. should tell 
these politicians to get on or get off.” 

Hie declared that “poiiticians,”’ in 
the recent general assem)y “consist- 
ently did nothing for their state,” 
fighting the department of agricul- 
ture and state college +f agriculture 
for “getting together,” whereas a few 
years ago the “same men’ were fight- 
ing the two agencies for “not work 
ing in harmony.’ 

‘Judge Meldrim in his address 
praised Commissioner Brown for his 
service to the state, declarin that 
the people are growing tired of criti- 
cism of men “who are trying to do 
their duty. 

Sees “Farmers” Day. 

The commissioner Brandl for the 
conventicn the “not ‘ery distant” 
time when the agricultural society 
will be so powerful as to send men 
to the legislature and elect governors 
who will give the agricultural agencies 
their due. “Long before these poor} 
little misguided boys in the recent, 
general assembly who fonght the de-| 
partment were born we left the plow 
to work for farmers of this state, ’ 
he said. 

The convention, which is stressing 
the marketing end of agriculture, will 
continue through Friday Several 
noted experts are on the program.

The safe plan is not to stick heads 
out of car windows on any occa- 
sion, and-.at any time. There are 
thousands of graves all over the 
world made on account of thought- 
lessness in this one matter. 

The other news story referred to 
is that of the death of a young lady 
who jumped from a moving automo- 
bile when it swerved due to a change 
of drivers while the vehicle was in 
motion. Certainly no harm was 
meant by a young man turning the 
wheel over to a young woman who 
Sat at his right. Neither would have 
caused purposely an accident for 
any consideration. The car was not 
moving fast. The young lady who 
jumped to her death simply lost 
control of her nerves, perhaps, but 
there is a very important practical 
lesson conveyed by this tragedy. 
And that is, the grave danger of 
changing drivers while a motor ve- 
hicle is in motion. To do so is not 
an act of viciouSness. It is not 
criminal recklessness. It is simply 
thoughtlessness. In a great major- 
ity of cases, perhaps, it may be done 
with perfect safety. But one life 
Sacrificed to such thoughtlessness is 
a penalty that can never be repaired. 
The driver of an automobile should 
never surrender the wheel to an- 
other while the vehicle is moving. 
This is the second lesson from the 
news, as referred to. 

Let us be careful, cautious, with 
the thought of “safety first’ ever 
uppermost in every move. 


WAR DEBT FUNDING. 


The Washington correspondent of 
The Constitution, in his comments 
on Senator Borah’s expressed at- 
titude toward the Belgian debt settle- 
ment agreements, interprets the same 
as more of an effort to stiffen the 
terms with France and Italy than the 
forecast of a fight against ratifica- 
tion.

The French commission will sail 
for the United States on September 
15, and it will come fully aware 
that something more than a gesture 
is looked for. The French debt is 
something like $4,000,000,000, and 
the American officials are admitted- 
ly disgusted with the tactics of de- 
lay and whining that have been 
characteristic of the French officials 
for four years. 

Should the Italians reopen negoti- 
ations within the near future, as re- 
cently suggested by Mario Alberti, 
Special minister in the matter of 
Italy’s international debts, they, too, 
will be expected to come to terms or 
forego the advantage of the $100,- 
000,000 loan Italy hopes to float in 
the United States. Italy’s debt to 
America is $1,647,869,197 with ac- 
crued interest of $490,674,654, 
making a total of $2,138,543,852. 

The Belgian pact will undoubtedly 
give the irreconcilable bloc in the 
Senate a new opportunity for a po- 
litical debate that will be waged for 
its effect upon the 1926 congres- 
sional elections, but in the end it 
will very probably be ratified.

British newspapers begin to speak 
of a possible foreign intervention in 
China. For it is pointed out that 
there isin China, at the present time, 
without a doubt, a weak and harrassed 
government unable or unwilling to 
compel its nationals to observe inter- 
national law; on the other hand there 
are a number of powers who have 
treaties with China which they want 
the Chinese government to enforce 
upon a people who are in open revolt 
against these very laws because they 
hate and detest them. The growing 
tendency among the youngér intel- 
lectuals in China is to resist all in- 
tervention from foreign sources. <A 
young American-educated Chinese re- 
marked the other day: “If the pow- 
ers continue their present policy they 
will succeed in converting us from an 
unmilitary into a military people. 
Even a licking from the powers might 
do us some gvod.” If China ever 
became a military nation, modeled say 
upon the very efficient system of their 
nearest neighbors, the Japanese or 
the Russians, the powers would have 
to adopt a different attitude toward 
her. Before such a calamity came 
about it might possibly be better to 
answer for “ourselves the question: 
“Could the American government en- 
force in the United States a treaty 
with a foreign power which an over- 
whelming majority of the American 
people violently objected to?” If we 
answer that question in cool reason

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Syrians Not Opposed 
To French Mandate 


Editor Constitution: In your August 19 
issue of The Atlanta Constitution, under the 
ciption, ‘*World’s Window,’’ by Pierre Van 
Paassen, there appears under the subtitle. 
‘‘Napoleor,’’ a statement that five times in 
the last five vears the Syrians have rebelled

The party opposing 
him being dissatisfied became victims of 
trouble fomented by outside propaganda, 
namely by Feisal, king of the Irak, and 
his brother, Emir Abdallah of eastern Jor- 
dan.

ernment in Syria? They have urged and 
aided the Druse in this revolt in order to 
further their own gain and not for the 
purpose of benefitting Syrians. 

I do not know of any revolt or disturb- 
ance in Syria that can be traced to Syr- 
lans. 

Syrians have never revolted against the 
French mandate and the majority have al- 
wars been with the French. As the Druse 
comprise only about 5 per cent of the total 
population of Syria it does not seem fair to 
blame the Syrians for such uprisings. 

A local friction amongst the native tead- 
ers cannot be taken as a Syrian revolt no 


more than, aay, the south could be called in 
revolt if a few of the inhabitants of Geor- 
gia were opposed to a government appoint- 
ment. 

The French mandate in Syria was not in- 
stalled by the league. of nations against 
the Syrians’ wishes and we cannot suppose 
that it is to the contrary without being 
rersonably convinced by someone in a poai- 
tion to know. The truth is that the French 
government is there with the full consenr 
of the overwhelming majority of the Syrian 
ponniation.

HOME TREATMENT OF HERNIA. 
It is difficult to comprehend the 
nature of hernia (also known as rup- 
ture or breach) without first knowing 
something of human evolution, par- 
ticularly embryology or prenatal de- 
velopment. Unfortuna‘ely these sub- 
jects deal with man himself, and are 
therefore improper for mankind to 
study in school. And this is as it 


should be, for the interest of the army 
of snide merchants who exploit her- 
nia. Anybody who does understand 
what hernia is, knows that any cure 
which may be brought about by any 
other means than surgery is assuredly 
a happy accident an never attribut- 
able to salve, plaster, or any exter- 
nal appliance. In young babies the 
proper support of the hernia may 
favor a natural cure after a few 
months; in older children or adults, 
no matter what treatment or support 
or care may be given a hernia, nat- 
ural cure is so rare that it is foolish 
to hope for it. Not a few adults 
with hernia, uninformed or misinform- 
ed as most adults are about the sub- 
ject, have been inveilgled into the 
hasty assumption that they are 
“cured” because the bulging or pro- 
trusion happéns to be unapparent for 
a time. I suppose every physician 
has encountered victims of hernia 
who are victims also of hernia or rup- 
ture chalatans, even to the extent of 
having signed testimonials of “cure” 
under such a false conception. The 
facility or, in the case of the very 
ignorant, the eagerness with which 
people give testimonials regarding 
treatments or remedies of every de- 
scription is only another instance of 
man’s inhumanity to man. 

hernia is in itself a handicap 
upon all physical activity, and for 
that reason alone an adult is foolish 
to go through life with an uncured 
hernia. But a hernia is more than a 
mere handicap; it is a constant men- 
ace to life itself, for in any case, 
child or adult, irrespective of the care 
or treatment which may be employed, 
strangulation—-which means shuttjing 
off of circulation in the portion of in- 
tenstine or other structure’ in the 
hernia—may occur, and when this 
happens only an emergency operation 
can save life. 

Hernia in new born infants, either 
navel rupture or congenital inguinal 
(groin) protrusion, not rarely under- 
goes a natural or spontaneous cure if 
the hernia is reducible (the protrud- 
ing structure replaceable in the ab- 
domen) and a suitable supporting 
dressing or truss is kept constantly 
applied to keep it reduced. There is 


practically no hope of such cure if the | 


protrusion recurs repeatedly. Prob- 
ably four out of five cases of umbili- 
cal (navel) hernia in new born in- 
fants are cured in this way when the 
protrusion is prevented by a snug 
wide belly band with a well padded 
disc an inch in diameter upon the 
navel; or such a support may hg held 
in place by two strips of adhesive 
plaster applied criss cross ‘over the 
navel pad. 

It is more difficult to retain an in- 
guinal or groin hernia in a baby. One 
of the most satisfactory trusses con- 
sists of a triangular pad about the 
size of the baby’s palm made of soft 
muslin or linen, stuffed with absor- 
bent cotton. To each corner of this 
pad attach a muslin tube perhaps a 
little Jess than half an inch wide and 
six inches long, and stuff these tubes 
also with absorbent cotton. Two or 
three such trusses should be used 
daily, washing them as they become 
soiled. Such a truss is easily applied 
with the pad over the hernia, two of 
the strings around the body and one 
between the thighs, all three tied to- 
gether at the back. This simple truss 
was devised by Dr. Charles Rosenberg, 
of Newark, and it is intended only 
for very young infants, not for older 
children.

James Archibald Forsyth, of 111 
West Cain street, bolder of the Car- 
negie medal for heroism in saving 
the life of Colonel John C. Reed, 
whom he snatched from in front of 
a speeding freight train, died Mon- 
day at a local hospital. He was 68 


year of age. 
He was the second son of Mr. and 


Mrs. William Forsyth, pioneer At- 
lanta citizen, who emigrated from 
Seotland and came to this city in 
1849.

streets, where his parents settled 
when they first came to Atlanta.

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INCREASE IN JULY- 54% OVER JULY 24 


New York, Augus t24.—There are 
two ways of measuring building—one 
by volume of contracts awarded and 
one by the amount of actual construc- 
tion in progress. By what ever stand- 
ard we measure present operations the 
increase over last year is remarkable. 
However, we see little of the actual con- 
struction reports printed, There is al- 
ways a feeling that a great deal of 
building contracted for- is never trans- 
lated into real structures. © And while 
this is true it is also true that a great 
deal is postponed to later starting dates 
for one reason or another. However 
the amount contracted for always re- 
flects the opinion of the tfade on the 
future. And this year it is exceeding 
all records known to history. 

However, more impressive is the 
comparison of actual construction this 
year and last. At the beginning of the 
year the work really under way was 
larger than at the corresponding date 
in 1924. And this has continued to 
he true ever since. However, since 
March, the excess this year has been 
extraordinary and this is all the more 
striking when we remember that last 
year was a record year, 

At one time, around June, actual 
construction work was more than 60 
per_cent in excess of June of last year. 
Today it is about 25 per cent greater. 

And now as to contracts awarded. 
Total building permits’ issued in July, 
according to the returns to Bradstreet’s 
from 168 cities, represent an expendi- 
ture of $340,065.726, which marks a 
gain of half of 1 per cent over that 
for June at the identical cities, and of 
48.4 per cent over July, 1924. 
this sum, New York city returns an 
aggregate of $91,791,376. a gain of 
20.2 per cent over June, and of 12.8 
per cent over July last year. The to- 

tal at 167 other cities registers a de- 
crease of 5.1 per cent from June, but 
an increase of 31.3 per cent over July, 
1924. The notable feature of the cur- 
rent report is the fac tthat following 
a new high record for the six months’ 
total of "1925, every group but the 
northwestern shows an icrease as com- 
pared with July, 192 The expendi- 
ture for all new construction for the 
seven months this year is $2,257,626,- 
000 which is an increase of 12.1 per 
cent over the like period of 1924, which 
in turn gained 6.6 per cent over the 
year 1923. . The F. W. Dodge corpora- 
tion reports that last mont’s construe. 
tion contracts reached the highest July 
volume on record. Contracts in 30 
eastern states (including about 7-8 of 
the whole construction volume of the 
country) amounted to $529.000_100. 
The decrease from June was only 2 per 
eent, while the increase over July, 
1924, exceeded 53 per cent. There is 
usually a considerable decline in July. 
The year’s new construction commenced 
ap to July 31 amounted ‘to $3,189,173,- 
S00, nearly 20 pecent over the figure 
for the first seven months of 1924.

shares, 

That the market at the present 
time is one in which short selling 
should not be undertaken indiscrimi- 
naiely was evidenced by the action on 
Chrysler Motors today. Recently, 
wnen it was reported in financial cir- 
cies that the motors were through on 
the upward. side for the time being at 
least, due to the heavy realizing sales 
of recent weeks, the professionals took 
acvantage of this situation and sold 
stocks for short account in large quin- 
tities. The Brady-Bache interests, 
whicn are credited with being respon- 
sidle for the sensational advance in 
this stock from a few dollars a share 
to its current price, realizing the posi- 
tion of the shorts, went into the mar- 
ket, accuraing to reperts on the floor, 
and bia for every share of Chrysler 
availanle. This started a stampede of 
tLe shorts and the 10-point advance 
followed. 

Shrevud brokers on the floor of the 
exchange continue to advise their 
friends to take profits in those issues 
Which neve advanced .o record-break- 
irg levels, and to switch intc those 
stocks which are still far behind the 
murkei.

Veteran Settler 
Arrested To Test 


Land Ownership 


Tallahassee, Fla., Angust 24.—(/) . 


Following the arrest today of Captain 
“Jim” Daniels, veteran settler of Mar 
co Island, laying the basis for a test 
case to determine the ownership of dis- 
puted property on the island, Governor 
John Martin tomorrow will hold a 
conference with Sheriff W. R. May- 
nard and Barron G. Collier. New 
York advertising man, who claims 
ownership of the island. 

Captain Daniels was taken in cus- 
tody by deputies under Sheriff May- 
nard as he crossed a line, established 
by the sheriff, with a load of lumber 
to erect a house on land he claimed 
was government land open for home- 
stead rights. The deputies were led 
by Barron Collier, nephew of the New 
York man. 

The action today was instituted by 
the old settlers on the island, and 
Captain Daniels volunteered to bring 
about his arrest so the case could be 
thrown into the courts, and establish 
whether the land belongs to Collier or 
the United States government. 

Immediately after the arrest, Sheriff 
Maynard left for this city, advices 
here state. Mr. Collier is expected 
to arrive tonight or early tomorrow to 
join the conference. 

Governor Martin also is said to 
have been beseiced for a conference 
with homestead claimants, who want 
to demand that the sheriff and his 
forces be removed from the island.
